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Diaz Regime 
Resigns In 
Guatemala 


Move Comes After 
Anti-Reds Demanded 
Surrender Of Junta 


SAN SALVADOR. El Salvador 
VS—The Guatemalan government 
radio today reported the resigna­ 
tion of the regime headed by Col. 
Carlos Enrique Diaz who had taken 
over from President Jacobo Ar- 
benz Guzman Sunday night. 
The announcement came after 
Col. Castillo Armas, leader of the 
anti-Communist rebels in the Gua­ 
tem alan war, demanded “ uncon­ 
ditional surrender” of the junta 
headed by Enrique Diaz. 
The Guatemalan broadcast said 
Jose A. Sanchez, another member 
of the three-man junta which suc­ 
ceeded Arbenz, had also quit. 
It said Alfred H. Monzon, who 
was the third member of the junta 
headed 
by 
Enrique 
Diaz, 
now 
heads the new ruling group. The 
other two were listed as Jose Luis 
Salazar and Maurice Dubois. 


TEGUCIGALPA. Honduras I*— 
Col. Carlos Castillo Armas’ anti­ 
comm unist rebels kept up their 
fight today to overthrow the Guate­ 
m alan government after demand­ 
ing the “unconditional surrender” 
of their country’s new ruling mili­ 
tary junta of top army officers. 
The Guatemalan radio reported 
yesterday afternoon that insurgent 
planes had bombed the capital. 
Then the station went off the air. 
A communique from the rebel 
headquarters made no mention of 
the bombing, but earlier 
rebel 
broadcasts had warned that air 
strikes would be renewed unless 
Col. Carlos Diaz, the new “ pro­ 
visional President” and head of the 
junta, gave up. 
Diaz, former arm y chief of staff, 
took over Sunday night after the

The new m ilitary regime 
promptly outlawed the Communist 
party, but this failed to placate 
the anti-Red rebels driving toward 
the capital from the Honduras 
border.

The Smartest Politics 


Within a month, the 83rd Congress will be 
occupied with thoughts of final adjournment. 


Members of the House of Representatives will 
be anxious to get home for a little vacation 
before squaring) away for their campaigns after 
Labor Day. One third of the members of the 
Senate have campaign responsibilities this year, 
too. 


In one w-ay or another, all m em bers of Con­ 
gress must think continuously about politics. In 
one way or another, all of them try to practice 
what is called “ sm art politics,” with a view 
to re-election. 


But in so doing they sometimes overlook what 
could be the sm artest politics of all, if they 
would try it. This would be studious avoidance 
of the kind of politics implied by the phrase 
“ sm art politics.” 


It would be a kind of politics patterned after 
salesmanship which avoids the m annerism s and 
pitfalls of high-pressure salesmanship. It would 
be politics so sm art it would arouse no sus­ 
picions or resentments among people who have 
learned to mistrust “ sm art politics.” For the 
same reason they mistrust high-pressure selling. 


It would be politics based on candor and 
honesty—politics based on what seems to be 
for the best interests of all the people. It would 
not be the kind of politics which seeks to em ­ 
barrass a president of the United States who 
admits he is not a sm art politician but would 
like to be a good president. 


It would not be the kind of politics which 
assumes farm 
voters 
cannot 
recognize 
the 
the merit of flexible support prices when agri­ 
cultural surpluses are being piled up unnaturally 
by high subsidy payments. It w'ould not be the 
kind of politics which assum es that voters can 
see nothing beyond the confines of their owfn 
personal interests, or which assum es that the 
sole function of a politician is to appease the 
loudest minorities among his constituents at the 
expense of other minorities. 


From now until the end of the congressional 
session, there will be a great deal of “ sm art 
politics.” This is to hope there m ay also be a 
good deal more of the other kind of politics 
than is ordinarily forthcoming when the squeeze 
is applied in the closing days of a Congress. 


Show Business 


Sen. Mundt of Army-McCarthy hearings fame 
appeared on television Sunday night as a “ m ys­ 
tery celebrity,” to be identified by blindfolded 
panelists. 


He was asked this routine question: “ Are you 
connected with show business?” 


His answer was "No.” 


Yet the fact is he would not have been a 
“ m ystery celebrity” if he hadn’t been a central 
figure in a kind of “ show” which went on for 
36 days in Washington and was watched via tele­ 
vision by millions of Americans. 


Members of Congress are thinking about this, 
trying to decide what to do about television. 
They began to think in 1950, when the Senate 
Crime Committee hearings made previously ob­ 
scure figures like Rudolph Hailey. Sen. Kefauver 
and Sen. Tobev famous ovefnight. 


They are sure of only one thing so far — 
that television is a publicity bear that must 
never be grabbed by the tail thoughtlessly. The 
House of Representatives has never grabbed it 
at all. The Senate has grabbed it twice. 


Vice President Nixon says in a foreword to a 
Federal Bar Journal study that televised hear­ 
ings create a “ temptation to play to the tele­ 
vision audience rather than to concentrate on 
digging out the sometimes tedious dry facts 
which are essential to the success of the in­ 
vestigation.” 


Perhaps the problem ultimately will not have 
to be solved by congressmen. Perhaps it will 
be solved by comptrollers, instead. Radio and 
television networks estimate it cost them more 
than IO million dollars to broadcast the Armv- 
McCarthv hearings. 
It will be a long time between “ shows” that 
cost IO million dollars. 


A Peek In Time 


If the news from Cairo that no mum my was 
found in the Sakkara sarcophagus, which had 
been hailed as the archaelogical find of the 
century, is correct — if it is not the result of 
jealousy between factions of egyptologists — all 
of us can share the disappointment. 
Even those of us who feel squeamish about 
grave - robbing even in the guise of archaeol­ 
ogists. however, must adm ire what seems to 
have been an unusually cagey precaution in this 
affair. % 
There was to have been an official opening of 
the Sakkara sarcophagus next week. But the 
Egyptian departm ent of antiquities, which had 
taken charge of the affair, decided to take a 
preliminary peek. It says nothing was found in­ 
side. 
There will be no ceremony next week. 
Here in the United States, where the confi­ 
dence gam e still flourishes, a peek in time to 
m ake sure about a 5.000-year-old sarcophagus is 
a reminder from a vastly old civilization that 
there can be no confidence game without confi­ 
dence.

War < 1756-1763*, and the colonies 
were assisted, less than is gener­ 
ally presumed, by one of the con­ 
testants in that war. France. 


INDIA LIKEWISE gained its in­ 
dependence bv stage* because of 
G reat B ritain’s preoccupation in 
tw’o wars. World War I and World 
War II. Holland lost Indonesia as 
a result of World War II. On t h e 
other hand. France chose to make 
a fight for Indochina a n d that 
country is still not free. 
It is generally assumed in this 
countrv that colonialism is an un­ 
mitigated evil. This cannot be sub­ 
stantiated by the facts. The British 
have done a magnificent job of 
maintaining order and protecting 
the people of all the colonies of the 
old British Empire. 
Before the British went to India. 
it was a battlefield for contending 
conquerors and an area despotical­ 
ly held by a multitude of rulers. 
The British could not undo thous­ 
ands of years of history in the 
short 
p e r i o d 
from 
Clive 
to 
Churchill. 
Since India has gamed her free­ 
dom, there is not a scintilla of evi­ 
dence that the people have enjoy­ 
ed greater 
benefits, and at the 
moment it appears that, sooner or 
later, either G reat Britain or the 
United States will have to step in 
to rescue India from either Russia 
or China or both.

MANUEL QUEZON, long before 
he became president of that coun­ 
try. in a conversation in Shanghai, 
told me that, for the Philippines, it 
would be preferable to have do­ 
minion self-government. This was 
before World War II and at a time 
when it looked as though the Phil­ 
ippines could and might be taken 
over by Japan.

’ pletely absorbed by Russia. 


AFTER WORLD WAR I, Wood­ 
row Wilson's doctrine of self-de­ 
termination inspired peoples on all 
continents to believe that a great­ 
er happiness would come to them 
if all the empires of Europe were 
broken into a large number of 
small countries. Each minority na- 
I tonality sought autonomy. Nation­ 
alism was stimulated often on no 
j better grounds that language dif­ 
ferentiation. 
The 
Austro-Hungarian 
empire, 
which hold together a number of 
u n ru ly Danubian and Balkan peo­ 
ples, was smashed, in every coun­ 
try of Asia and Africa forms of 
nationalism asserted themselves. 
By 1954. these movements had 
been, for a large number of na­ 
tions and peoples, suppressed in 
the development of the Soviet uni­ 
versal state, which, while recog­ 
nizing degrees of local autonomy 
in language, customs and tradi­ 
tions. breaks down self-determina­ 
tion by a homogeneous system of 
education designed to unify m an­ 
kind in the Nftrxist church. 
It is a well-designed substitute 
of controlled one worldism f o r 
colonialism.

Nothing fascinates me as much 
as the vibrant decency and free­ 
dom in this country during m om ­ 
ents of “ labor crises” , when the

There is 
talk

strike which would silence the na­ 
tion’s mills. 
Those who are deep inside the 
two 
or three 
conference 
rooms 
where 
the 
decisions 
are 
being 
made—believe there will be 
no 
steel strike this year. They believe 
the country is unduly jittery. 
They say that the CIO's United 
Steelworkers of America, 
led by 
the 
pipe-smoking. 
silver-haired 
David McDonald, will agree to a 
30-day extension past the so-called 
strike deadline when the contract 
expires Wednesday. 
They believe the union will take 
another extension into August, and 
perhaps even later, to avoid crip­ 
pling 
the 
big plants. 


THAT IS NOT the point. What 
is significant is that a CIO union 
worth $15,758,000 stands up to a 
$7,500,000,000 iron and steel indus­ 
try—and the equality of both is 
taken for granted, as it should be. 
No police are mobilized. There 
are no alarum s in the W h i t e 
House. Washington is neutral—for 
which the steel in d u stry is grate­ 
ful. It is a m atter of record that 
in the era of the piano player who 
preceded the golf player, the White 
House pressured the industralists 
into settling with the union. 
Were this 1952. Assistant Presi­ 
dent John S tedm an already would 
have talked confidentially to the 
union chiefs—and just as confi­ 
dentially to the steel executives. 
He would have known what each 
side really wanted. He would have 
discussed it with H arry Truman. 
He would have been instructed 
by his chief to help the Steelwork­ 
ers Union win. Or he would have 
been told. as he was, to seize the 
steel mills. 
Today the White House has taken 
no part in the tussle between the 
steel industry and the big steel 
union. Therefore, both sides feel 
that they must work it out—or 
fight it out—on their own strength. 
Result? 
Neither 
side 
wants 
a 
strike. 


THE STEEL INDUSTRY is just 
beginning 
to pick 
up speed. 
It 
needs to be in shape for what Ap­ 


pears to be an inevitable re-arm a­ 
ment program —especially aircraft, 
guided missiles and special secret 
weapons. 
The union wants no w’alkout, be­ 
cause on its own. without W’hite 
House support, it knows it would 
have to strike for months to win. 
The steelworkers rem em ber that 
their two months long strike back 
in 1952 cost them at least $650 
apiece in lost wages. 
There are few working families 
which could take such a financial 
beating now but there does not 
seem to be an inclination on the 
part of the steel industry to take 
advantage of the W’hite H o u s e 
neutrality or the tight money situa­ 
tion 
among its 
workers. 
The industry now is paying its 
people about $3,350,000,000 a year, 
which is more than the combined 
payrolls of 1945 and 1946. The in­ 
dustry is prepared to pay millions 
more. The hassle now is merely 
over two or three cents an hour 
more per worker, and the best in­ 
formation is that this won’t pro­ 
voke a strike. 


TROUBLE NOW is that last year 
the brand new union president, 
David McDonald, got a quick and 
easy wage victory. If you're a 
labor 
leader, 
you 
can 
m a k e 
enemies inside your organization 
merely by getting out of bed in 
the morning. There were those in­ 
side the United Steelworkers of 
America. CIO. who claimed that 
McDonald was too easy on the in­ 
dustry and that he could have got­ 
ten more if he had gotten tougher. 
There are those in the steel in­ 
dustry 
who told their own col­ 
leagues that th ey could have given 
less if they had gotten tougher. 
All right. So now. one year later, 
both sides are growling at each 
other—looking tougher. 
McDonald's good friends in the 
U. S. Steel Corp. want to give his 
followers as much as a $4 a week 
increase in wages, pensions and 
other benefits. There are o t h e r 
steel executives who say that U. S. 
Steel is too open handed and the 
total increase should be $2 a week. 
Of course, nobody even remotely 
suggests that there not be any in­ 
crease. I’d like to point out to 
Comrade Karl Marx 
if he's in 
reading distance. 
If 
McDonald 
does 
decide 
to 
strike, he will not want for m oney. 
One of his friends controls two big 
banks which would lend him mil­ 
lions—said friend being John L.

against attempting to set up any 
new colonies or controls of terri­ 
tory in the western hemisphere, So­ 
viet Russia has converted Guate­ 
m ala into an operating headquar­ 
ters from which to direct all her 
subversive efforts in Central and 
South America. 


THE REVOLUTION — recently 
begun by patriots in Guatemala 
who see in the Communist maneu­ 
ver a menace to the future inde­ 
pendence of the republic—is a sig­ 
nificant development in a chain of 
events which ultimately may pro­ 
duce for the United States its big­ 
gest crisis since the close of World 
W ar II. 
When the imperial government of 
G erm any was caught in the act of 
attempting to set up a base in 
Mexico in 1917 — revealed through 
the interception of the famous note 
to Herr Zimmerman, the German 
minister in Mexico City — the end 
result was an aroused public opin­ 
ion, and within a few weeks Amer­ 
ica had entered World War I on 
the side of the Allies. 
Today the official evidence, while 
of a different character, is none 
the less conclusive. 


IT CAN BE summarized as fol­ 
lows : 
1. The United States government 
has long been satisfied, through a 
well - documented series of cir­ 
cumstances, that the international 
Communist organization has been 
developing Guatemala as a pri­ 
m ary base in the western hemis­ 
phere for subversion and for the 
undermining 
of 
various 
govern­ 
ments. The pattern of overt and 
covert activity has already been 
used for penetrating nearby areas. 
2. The Guatemalan government, 
under Communist 
guidance, 
has 
been responsible for well - organ­ 
ized strikes which have paralyzed 


Honduras and nearly caused the 
fall of the government there. 
3. The names of the individuals 
who are the prim ary operators in 
the conspiracy are well known to 
the Washington government, and 
there is a record of an exceptional­ 
ly heavy flow of Guatemalan lead­ 
ers and semi - overt agents who 
have been traveling between Guat­ 
emala and 
Moscow 
and 
certain 
other capitals of Iron Curtain coun­ 
tries, particularly Prague, which 
now has become the main center 
for the infiltration of Latin Amer­ 
ican countries. 
4. There is also a familiar pat­ 
tern of movements of individual 
m em bers of the conspiracy w h o 
travel 
between 
Guatem ala 
and 
Mexico City, where embassies and 
legations of the Communist satel­ 
lite countries can use their speedy 
m eans of communication to t h e 
Communist strategists overseas. 
5. There is an international la­ 
bor circuit operating through the 
Communist leader, Vincente Lom­ 
bardo Toledano, who is based in 
Mexico City and pulls the strings 
for the 
strikes 
and 
propaganda 
demonstrations throughout L a t i n 
America. Copies of the instructions 
he has sent out are in the hands 
of the United States government. 
On the eve of the Cajcus Con­ 
ference, the so-called “ Guatemal­ 
an Friendship Societies” were or­ 
ganized in various Latin American 
countries. These were Communist 
inspired. 
6. Protest meetings against al­ 
leged instigation by the U n i t e d 
States of a revolution in Guate­ 
mala have been set up by Com­ 
munist mechanisms and. of course, 
the propaganda has been aided by 
certain press correspondents who 
have been duped into believing the 
United States initiated the Guate­ 
malan revolt. Actually G uatem al­ 
ans in exile in Central America 
needed no inspiration to try to re­ 
gain independence for their home­ 
land. 
7. Radio Moscow has been trans­ 
mitting to Latin America copies 
of propaganda statements alleged­ 
ly issued to Latin American coun­ 
tries but somebody blundered, be­ 
cause the local Communist organi­ 
zations had not yet issued them 
when the broadcasts were released 
over the Moscow or Prague radio.

UFI — The 
estranged husband of an attractive 
steam ship heiress was in custody 
of police today after a shooting 
spree at D elaw are P ark race track 
yesterday in which his wife and a 
train er w ere wounded. 
F red H am m er, 45, onetim e as­ 
sistant sta rte r at various tracks, 
was charged with two counts of 
assault and intent to kill and one 
count of carrying a concealed dead­ 
ly weapon.

Long. A 2-year-old colt. Now H ear 
This, once owned by Mrs. H am m er 
and leased to Long, was struck by 
a richocheting bullet. 
State police said H am m er’s bail 
w as set at $10,500. 
M rs. H am m er, who, doctors said 
was struck in the right chest by 
one bullet and in the left hip by 
another, was described as satis­ 
factory at D elaw are Hospital. 
Long was m erely grazed by a 
bullet and did not require hospi­ 
talization. 
Police could provide no im m e­ 
diate explanation for the shooting 
but it m arked another storm y epi­ 
sode in the couple’s m arriage. 
H am m er and Andrea Luckenbach 
who inherited three million dollars 
from her father, were m arried in 
1947. The shooting clim axed a se­ 
ries of court appearances dating 
back to 1949 in which Mrs. H am ­ 
m er charged her husband w i t h 
beating her and threatening bodily 
harm . 
Y esterday’s attack was preceded 
by a wordy exchange between Mrs. 
H am m er and her husband.
